The Question 


Who Will Take Command of 
Chicago’s New Vaudeville 
Combination, Which Goes 

Into Effect August 1? 


Chicago, July 16.—Who is really to govern the 
affairs of the new Marcus Loew-Jones, Linick 
& Schaefer-Miles Circuit combination after 
Augost 1? 

After many taffling weeks, the same question 
is being argued in many places in Chicago, 

Marcus Loew is reported to have stated in the 
East that Aaron Jones will positively govern 
affairs in the Chicago offices after the combina- 
tion is settled in its new quarters in the Strauss 
Building, where the present offices of the Sulli- 
van-Considine Circuit are located. 

In conversation with The Billboard representa- 
tive at the Colonial Theater last Monday, Aaron 
Jones stated that be would be in control of the 
Chicago offices for the time being. The state 
ment seemed fooling, and did not go very far 
in clearing up the present vaudeville situation 
in the West. “I heard a rumor this morning, 
Mr, Jones, that Walter Keefe may be the man 
selected,"’ stated The Billboard reporter. Mr. 
Jones smiled and said: ‘I don’t believe that 
there is much to that story."’ Confirmation 
seemed lacking as to Keefe’s cennection with 
the general directorship of the new combination. 

Moving day has been settled upon, and August 
1, all belongings of the Jones, Linick & Schaefer 
Cireuit at 110 8. State street and The Miles Cir- 
cuit in the Consumers Building will be removed 
to the Strauss Building, where the agency will 
have an entire floor, Many new additions will 
be made 80 as to fixe everyone comfortably, 

No one in the present Sullivan-Considine 
office seems to know anything pertaining to the 
movements of the new owners of the circuit. 

At present the information The Billboard 
gave its readers some months ago as to who 
will handle the bookings of the new circuit 
practically remains the same. Frank Q. Doyle, 
teoking manager of the Jones, Linick & 
Schaeffer Circuit, will supply eight acts to the 
road shows that come into Chicago from New 
York. Six acts will go to MeVicker’s and six 
to the Colonial. Doyle will send four acts into 
each bill. Paul Goudron and John Nash wilt 
supervise the local bookings of the Sullivan- 
Considine Cirenit, minus the Coast tour, which 
will play the road shows booked from New York 
City, and Walter F. Keefe wil handle the book- 
ings of the Miles Circuit. 

Aaron Jones will be directing manager of the 
local offices.

An Autobiographical Sketch of 
an Interesting Figure in 
the Vaudeville Field 


—_—— 


William Morris has teen appropriately desig- 
nated as “the manager with nine lives.”’ Re- 
versing the general order of things, William 
Morris fattened on opposition, although 
personally he is mild-mannered and of non- 
ostentatious demean, 

Once or twice he has departed from the 
vaudeville field to promote a dramatie attrac- 
tion, but it bas always been his fortune to fight 
for everything he has attained and nearly al- 
ways with the odds severely against ‘him. 
There never has been a time since he started 
out for himself that Morris has not been like @ 
smoldering volcano ready to burst forth into 
newer and greater achievements each time the 
futes decreed that his plans should go awry. 

Morris has never been part of any combina- 
tion of interests. He bas always represented Wil- 
lie Morris, and his masterly achievements have 
veen accomplished through single-handed effort, 
and while he has ever been most fortunate in 
the selection of his lieutenants, it has been the 
William Morris who has dominated every move. 
William Morris first became known to yaude- 
ville as a clerk in the office of George Liman, 
who many years ago conducted a booking agency 
in Fourteenth street. Liman’s business was 
big and growing and when Liman suddenly died 
Morris proposed to the widow that she form a 
partnership with him for the purpose of con- 
tinuing the Liman agency. 

Mrs. Liman took the proposition under ad- 
visement for twenty-four hours, and wishing to 
prepare himself against the possibility of an 
unfavorable decision, Morris took advantage of 
the time Mrs. Liman was taking to deliberate 
by telegraphing to various managers who had 
booking through the Liman agency, stat- 
ing bis propesition to Mrs. Liman and asking 
them if they would book vaudeville acts through 
him, providing Mrs. Liman decided to turn him 
out and operate alone. His proposition to Mrs. 
Liman provided that he must either be tak: 
in partner or relationship 
with the Liman agency.

fied him against the decision Mrs. Liman ulti- 
mately made. She maintained that her hus- 
tand had bnilt up the business and that she 
would conduct it alone, disregarding the fact 


that Morris had been a great factor in popular- 
izing the Liman office. Morris started business 
with every client of the Liman on his 
books At first they booked only part of their 
acts with Morris, but ultimately he obtained 
all of their business and the Liman agency 
went out of existence. 

To follow the career of Morris from that 
time until the present tells the story of vaude- 
ville, for just at that time this form of enter- 
tainment was changed from the tabooed ‘‘va- 
riety" of early days to the high-class and more 
acceptable ‘‘vaudeville’’ which during the past 
several years has ottained. Morris gathered 
around bim representative managers of America. 
He was a man who believed in spending money 
for ‘big shows’’ and for a long time some of the 
best vaudeville bills in the East were booked 
through the Morris agency. 

8s. Z. Poli was one 
friends and supporters when 
the agency business. Poll's houses were nu- 
merous, their number was growing and there 
was always enough Poli business to make for 
Morris a substantial income and establish a 
formidable nucleus. Managers might come and 
go from the Morris agency, but Poli seemed 
to be a fixture. B. F. Keith's theaters were by 
no means as numerous then as now. E. F. 
Albee was just beginning to show his superla- 
tive class as a man of big vaudeville affairs. 

One of Mr. Albee’s plans ultimately resulted 
in the foundation of a vaudeville managers’ 
association, an organization at first composed 
only of theaters in the East. The Keith 
houses formed the backbone of this association. 
Boston, Providence, New York and Philadelphia 
were the towns which then had Keith represen- 
tation. While Mr. Albee was progressing with 
bis plans Morris was growing stronger. 

Percy Williams had built the Orpheum in 
Brooklyn, which became a young mint from the 
outset, He booked his acts through Morris 
uotil he had expanded his theater holdings to 
include what have since become known as ‘‘The 
Williams Houses’’ in Greater New York, a chain 
of half a dozen beautiful vaudeville theaters. 
Morris later gained the confidence and support 
of F. F. Proctor, another mighty factor in 
Kastern amusements, who then controlled seven 
beautiful ‘houses. Morris thus became the 
dominant factor in Eastern vaudeville. Mean- 
while one of the greatest showmen American 
vaudeville bas ever known (the late Charles 
KE. Kohl) was watching the progress of events 
in the East from his secure Chicago fortress 
of Western vaudeville. 

He was far seeing and was shrewd and that 
is why when he died many times a millionaire 
America lost one of its great vaudeville generals, 
Mr. Kohl organized a Western vaudeville asso- 
ciation and won the far Western co-operation 
of Morris Meyerfeld, Jr., and Martin Beck of

of his stanchest 
Morris started in 


the Orpheum Circuit; of Anderson and Ziegler, 
Frank Tate, George Middleton, George Castle 
and a few other men who owned or controlled 
the leading vaudeville houses west of Pittsburg. 

James E. Moore, who had houses in Rochester 
and Detroit, was the only manager who had 
representation in Western territory who was 
affiliated with the Bast. Mr, Moore had been 
one of Morris’ first clients. Morris having 
reached almost the height of possibilities in 
the East decided to branch out. He established 
an office in Chicago and many believe that this 
step was the greatest mistake of his career. 
By entering the Chicago field Morris challenged 
Kohl, who, as has been said, had been watching 
events in the East, but was taking no further 
action than to organize the Western Vaudeville 
Association. This move proved his far-sighted 
judgment, for in the Western Vaudeville As- 
sociation he had encompassed many elements 
that blocked Morris’ substantial progress in the 
West. 

Morris’ move to Chicago brought him to the 
close personal attention of Kohl and it is a 
matter of history that it was not long before 
the Eastern and Western Managers’ Association 
had become affiliated, and soon the United 
Booking Office in the East was established by 
E. F. Albee with the Keith houses as a founda- 
tion. Various vaudeville managers were in- 
vited to join the United Booking Office, Harry 
Davis of Pittsburg, Mike Shea of Buffalo, James 
Kernan of Baltimore, P. B. Chase of Washing- 
ton, and other showmen in vaudeville theaters 
in big cities of the East outside of Greater New 
York allied themselves with the U. B. O. and 
established the most powerful opposition to 
William Morris and his alliance of vaudeville 
theater managers. 

This lively opposition in the East raised 
salaries in the West because attractions were 
sent along from the Eastern houses to those 
booked by the Western Association alliance. 
Gradually it dawned upon the big men of vaude- 
ville that some remedy must be applied else 
their profits would turn to losses because sal- 
aries were soaring so high it was practically 
impossible to play to business sufficient to meet 
the demands. 

One morning Morris received a _ telephone 
message from F. F. Proctor that Proctor houses 
after a near future date would be booked through 
the U. B. OO. Perey Williams also withdrew 
his from Morris’ beoks and put them 
into the U. B. 0. 8S. Z. Poli, who had stuck to 
Morris right along, also flopped his houses over 
to the U. B. O. opposition. F. F. Proctor, like 
Mr. Kohl and Mr. Albee, it might be observed. 
had received his early training as a circus man. 

Morris, in a single day, was struck from 
affluence to hard times as a vaudeville man. 
His Chicago office was of no benefit to him and 
his big booking accounts had fled from his home 
headquarters 

They had Morris with one shoulder on the 
mat, but in the struggle to get the other shoulder

down Merris has always resisted successfully. 
He vet had to take ‘‘the count.” The name of 
William Morris is always figured in vandeville, 
and it is a safe prediction that as long as ie 
lives his name will continue as one to be reck- 
oned with in vaudeville calculation. After his 


booking offices bad crumblh d Mortis took about 
three Jeep breaths and then started out to es- 


tablish for himself a chain of vaudeville thea- 
ters to be conducted in opposition to the pow- 
crs which had overcome him. He started with 


the lease of the American Theater in New York, 
and during all the years that he figured most 
promipently the American Music Hall was his 
greatest source of revenue, Morris established 
by lease a chain of theaters in many cities. 
Meanwhile he had heard of a Scotch come- 
dian, Harry Lauder, and during one of his trips 
abroad Morris witnessed his performances and 
decided to bring him to America. Harry Lauder 
recently made his sixth tour of America under 
Morris’ management, and the history of Harry 
Lauder’s phenvnienal success will form one of 


the bright pages in the book of experience 
which Morris will eventually hand down to 
posterity. 


The American Music Hall in New York was 
followed by the American Music Hall in Chicago, 
and in cities north to Toronto and south to New 
Orleans, east ond west American Music Halls 
sprung up. 

Morris thus created another opportunity for 
the actor, but the actor could not see ft. It 
so happened that if Morris played an act the U. 
B. O. and its Western affiliation considered that 
such employment made the act undesirable for 
bookings in the Eastern and Western association 
theaters. Knowing this, the actor decided to 
make Morris pay dearly for their services. 

His cirenit of theaters was short at best, and 
in order to give ects a reasonably long routing, 
even at exorbitant salaries, he was compelled 
to play ‘‘repeats’’ in his various houses, thus 
weakening the average scttractiveness of his 
bills. Morris in his several theaters played to 
various degrees of business ranging from big 
to bad—but always the actor drew exorbitant 
salaries. 

Morris, grave and gritty, kept the proposi- 
tion going longer than many supposed he pos- 
sibly ceuld, bat he was ultimately compelled 
to one by one give up his hold In various cities. 
Ultimately, he lost his Chicago booking ontice, 
aid when his Jast resort, the American Music 


liall, was absorbed through a life-saving deal 
Morris made with Marcus Loew, Morris bowed 
ut of vaudeville temporarily,

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MUSIC DEALERS 
Ask For Raised Prices 


Business of Handling Popular 
Songs Has Reached Stage 
Where There Is No Profit 
for Anybody Concerned 


New York, July 18.—Once the main purpose 
of the Music Publishers Board of Trade is ac- 
complished, eliminating the paying of profes- 
sional singers, the subject of raising the whole- 
sale rate upon their publications will be the 
next important step to be achieved. Music at 
6 cents the copy (and quite often 5 and 5% 
cents) means that there is practically no profit. 

During th@q past ten years, says an expert 
authority, the wholesale rate on sieet music 
has been lowered 100 per cent, while the cost of 
production has increased in a like degree. The 
matter of paying actual] expenses and keeping 
their beads above water has become a struggle 
for the publisher, eliminating entirely the pros- 
pect of a profit on their business. This con- 
dition, strange to gay, has been brought about 
entirely by the publishers themselves. 

It has been the custom for new firms coming 
into the business to attract attention to their 
products by cutting prices, and after they once 
became established and found themselves in 
need of money, another cut was used as the 
method to put themselves in funds. These 
prices have never gone up again; once cut, the 
rates stayed cut, until they have finally been 
cut to ruinously low prices, 

The public has never demanded a lowering of 
sheet music prices. On the contrary music pur- 
chasers have always been willing to pay a fair 
price. The wholesaler’s profits have been cut, 
the retailer has been the loser, and the pub- 
lishers themselves have come out worst of all. 

Stopping the payment of professiona] singers 
and a reasonable raise in wholesale prices as- 
sures the return of abundant prosperity to the 
publishers.

Editorial Comment 


Richard Wagner, the master, might 
have become a rope walker easily 
enough. 

In the first chapter of his autobiog- 
raphy, he says, ““‘We lived in the mar- 
ket place where I was often entertained 
by strange sights, such, for instance 
as performances by a troupe of acro- 
bats in which a man walked a rope 
stretched from tower to tower across 
the square, an achievement which long 
inspired me with a passion for such 
feats of daring. Indeed I got so far 
as to walk a rope fairly easily myself. 
I had made the rope of cords twisted 
together and stretched it across the 
court-yard and even to this day I feel 
an occasional desire to gratify my ac- 
robatic instincts.” 


And, too, though the great com- 
poser’s father was not an actor (it was 
his step-father who trod the boards) 
in his youth Wagner yearned violently 
for the road and the society of 
troupers, and throughout all his life, 
he kept his friendships with his lowly 
friends in excellent repair. 


We wonder if every healthy, well- 
balanced young fellow has not the 
moving spirit—the love of the road— 
tucked away somewhere in the re- 
cesses of his being. 

Perhaps it is a sort of reversion to 
type—the primitive type—the nomad 
type of a young world——a heritage 
from our ancestors of the long ago, 
which revives annually when the city 
grows hot and offices become unbear- 
able and which renders a vacation ab- 
solutely imperative. 

Once every year the writer is bitten 
with the wanderlust. 

He yearns, not for the lakes, the 
ocean, the woods or the mountains, 
but for the lots and the white-tops, 
the music of the band and a seat on 


And those that do not feel the long- 
ing? 

Oh, yes, there are some—some who 
claim that the lots are glaring, dry 
and dusty—and covered with cans; 
that razor backs are unsavory; that 
sleepers are peopled with insects that 
bite; that canvas men do not bathe 
and that the unrestrained life is a 
hollow pretence and a mockery. 

They have no poetry in their souls. 

They even claim that gypsies are 
very unsentimental and unlovely— 
that George Borrow lied when he 
placed soulful words in the speech of 
his Romany friends. 

They are slaves to the comforts of 
civilization—to good beds, to fly- 
screens, to bath tubs and Rocking 
chairs. 

The idea of ashes on the bacon re- 
volts them.

His liking may be tempered with 
reservation momentarily when he en- 
counters atrocious artistry or shoddy 
showmanship, but on the whole he 
enjoys mingling with the denizens of 
the tops immensely and seizes every 
opportunity of doing so. 

He never pities nor patronizes them. 
He never loses his interest in them. 
He never feels inclined to hold himself 
aloof from them. 

On the contrary, the greater his 
eminence, the greater his regard AND 
HIS RESPECT for them grows. 

As a gardener loves the flowers of 
the field, as the fancier feels toward 
the original strains from which he 
evolved his wonders, as the breeder 
admires because he discerns in the 


common stock all the excellent traits 
of the thoroughbred, so does the artist 
or manager who has won great honors 
and distinction regard his brother 
of the lots. 


BUSINESS. 


Business really seems to be evinc- 
ing an inclination to revive. 

It may be that the bumper crops 
and the immense sums of money that 
they are releasing in the rural com- 
munities and country towns will prove 
the impetus that has been necessary 
to start something. 

It is early yet to venture upon pre- 
dictions, but there is no denying the 
fact that there exists a new note of 
optimism. 

Optimism is a good thing. 

It makes for confidence. 

If the FACTS from the crop dis- 
tricts continue to justify the hopeful- 
ness so plainly manifest on every 
hand, there is a chance of gradual 
improvement. 

There will not be any boom, though. 
Business revival will be a slow and 
very gradual matter. 

Business men will build very surely 
and conservatively. 

It will take time—lots of it, but it 
seems more than likely that we have 
at last touched bottom and started 
up again.

John Vogelsang Takes Charge 
of Chicago Park, Following the 
Filing of Serious Charges 
Against Former Man- 
agement 


Chicago, Il, July 17.—Sans Souci Park will 
be closed but a short time. The Gardens closed 
after Edward A. Myer and Jobn Culbane, man- 
agers and lessees of the resort, were reported 
to have absconded with all the money on hand.

A vaudeville program, consisting 
of nine acts, did not receive a cent of salary, 
and it was upon a warrant sworn out by one 
of the vaudevillians that the Gardens had to 
close its doors. Solomon Sacks, manager of 
an act that was playing there last week, was 
the one to secure the warrant, charging the 
managers and lessees of the park with larceny 
of $800, due himself and associates for salaries. 

Myer and Culhane will be arraigned before 
Municipal Judge Ryan in the Hyde Park Court 
today on a charge of larceny. They surrendered 
themselves on Tuesday and gave bond of $1,500 
each. 

The musicians bave also filed charges with 
the police, complaining that the managers had 
not paid them their salaries. 

According to a huge sign which adorns the 
front of Sans Souci Gardents, the place wil] be 
opened next Saturday, under the management of 
John Z. Vogelsang. 

The arrested men deny any attempt to defraud 
anyone of wages, and stated that they were 
onder an expense of $1,000 a day and that they 
were unable to make ends meet.

The amount of money in cash premiums that 
will be awarded for live stock exhibits at the 
exposition has reached the sum of $352,950. In 
purses for harness races almost $230,000 addi- 
tional will be awarded, 

Contracts have been let for the construction 
of the ferry tuilding and the press building. 
The ferry building is to cost $42,000 and the 
presse building, which is for the publicity depart- 
ment of the exposition and for visiting news- 
paper men from all parts of the world, will 
cost $22,000.

FAIR NOTES. 
The fair of the Agricultural Society of 


Queens-Nassau Counties, New York, is one of 
the best and cleanest in the State, with an at- 
tendance of from 1,500 to 30,000 or more. This 
seciety has a membership of approximately 
1,200, giving free admission to the family. 
Tott van de Water, Jr., of Hempstead. N. Y., 
is the secretary, and the dates are Sept. 22-26. 

The Skagit County Fair at Burlington, Wash.., 
is strictly an agricultural exposition, with no 
races except amateur pony races as an attrac- 
tion. Particular ettention is given to the dis 
play and sale of high-grade live stock, poultry, 
ete., the betterment of crops and cropping 
methods. The county school department is one 
f the biggest features. Competitive work be 
tween the schools is encouraged, and actual 
lemonstrations of domestic science and manual 
training and agricultural work are prominent 
features. This fair bears the enviable reputa- 
tion of being an absolute success in every way, 
financially as well as otherwise, and stands 
strictly on its own basis, not receiving any 
mitside aid. The fair will be held Sept. 21-26, 
with George L. Knight looking after the posi- 
tion of secretary. 

The Panhandle State Fair Association of 
Amarillo, Tex., was organized in July, 1913, 
with a capital stock of $50,000, fully paid up. 
The first annual fair was held in October, 1913. 
and was a big success. At a meeting of the 
stockholders, held recently, the capital stock 
was incressed from $50.000 to a possible 
$200,000, this being backed by the wealthy cat 
tle mea of the Panhandle. The management of 
the fair is erecting permanent buildings of con- 
erete and steel. This fair embraces a territory 
of 50 counties, 19 of which were represented 
with exhibits at the fair in 1918, and it is 
expected that from 30 to 40 counties will have 
exhibits there this fall. By increasing the 
capital stock and erecting permanent buildings. 
it pute this fair on a basis where it will be no 
longer a question as to whether the fair will be 
held annually from year tu year. Amarillo is 
recognized as the center of the Panhandle, and 
the railrond center of the entire Panhandle ter- 
ritory, which assures a fair that will be second 
to none in the Southwest. September 25-0c- 
tober 1 are the dates, and J. F. McGregor is 
the secretary. 

Summit County in Ohio will have a county 
fair this year despite the fact that the Fountain 
Park grounds have never been repaired since the 
flood damage of a year ago, and the old fair 
association has disbanded.

About 100 acres, including 
the park, will be atllized. 

The Clare County Agricultura] Society, Har- 
rison, Mich., through its officers, prepose to 
make the 1914 fair the best ever. While the 
society has one of the best race tracks in that 
part of the State, this fair does not belong to 
any circuit. The display of stock, grains and 
regetables are among the best in the State.

YOUNG BUFFALO SHOWS. 
By Al Thielbar. 


Reports from agitators about business depres- 
sion, country broke, ete., to the contrary not- 
withstanding, the Young Buffalo Show is at 
present nearly half way through one of its most 
successful seasons, I don’t propose to write a 
political editorial under the above heading, but 
if the people who talk and write about the 
effects of the new tariff and the currency bill 
would come in daily eontact with different towns 
as we do and watch the throngs of folks who 
daily spend their half-dollars to see the cow- 
boys and Indians, they would see that there is 
apparently plenty of money in circulation, and 
that those who have it are willing to spend it. 
And naturally, following which fact comes this 
other, that we are getting our share and more. 
Of course, we have had our setbacks; we got 8 
jolt at Kendallville, Ind., that would have ordi- 
narily wiped a show off the map, of which more 
will te said later, but with a man as resourceful 
as General Manager Cooksten we sailed out of 
Kendallville on schedule time, and never missed 
a day or a performance until the coaches came 
back. 

Too much credit can hardly be given ‘‘Doc’’ 

Cookston, as he is familiarly known, The show 
this season has more than kept up its well- 
known high standard in every department. In- 
stead of cutting down stock and performers, 
which is not infrequent at this time of the year, 
more people are being added. An order has been 
placed for twenty more head of arena stock, be- 
sides new attractions in the side show. It has 
frequently been the policy with the tented 
shows to follow a succes8ful season with a 
much larger entourage of people and features 
the next year. Mr. Cookston believes that a 
less number of people, if they are all real per- 
formers, will present a much better exhibition 
than a great number, many of whom are not 
any too proficient. In pursuance of that idea, 
the Far East features this season were entirely 
eliminated for several reasons. The expense is 
very heavy, and, as a rule, people do not come 
to Wild West shows to see Arabs, Cingalese and 
Japs; furthermore, elephants and camels are the 
time-honored symbols of the circus and are as 
much a part of the sawdust ring as the white- 
faced clowns. With the additional expense of 
these done away with quite a large salary roll 
ean be added to the Wild West department. 
with the result that nothing but the very best 
performers in the business can te secured, and 
also plenty of them. ‘The idea is not so much 
quantity, but quality, which is a great motto 
in any business, and Mr. Cookston’s judgment 
is vindicated every day by the flattering remarks 
we get from the people who visit the show, as 
well as the newspapers. We have never had a 
“follow-up” story in any newspaper that did 
not reflect credit upon our performance and 
people.

PIPES FOR PITCHMEN 


By GASOLINE BILL BAKER. 


STRAUSS FAVORS ORGANIZATION. 
EDITOR THE BILLBOARD: 


Some weeks ago you published an article re- 
garding the relative merits and originality of 
the American and European streetman, demon- 
strator and pitchman. My opinion, based upon 
many years of personal observation, is that the 
American pitchman of the bigher class is an 
artist the equal of any pitchman in any coun- 
try. Under the circumstances and the injustices 
to which be is subjected, it is remarkable that 
be can make the showing he does. With closed 
towns, shake-downs, city, county, State and 
other readers and pluckings, he must be a good 
one, indeed, to get around the country, as it 
is very seldom he is given a fair chance to show 
the best that is in him, 

In most European countries the streetman is 
looked upon as a business man and an introducer 
of novelties. It is to him that the inhabitants 
look for the newest and latest novelties. As 
one reader will cover the whole of a country, 
the foreign streetman is very careful not to 
place himself in jeopardy of losing his license. 


The streetman over there is looked up to. The 
push greets him with a smile. He is given an 
opportunity to show his wares. Provision is 


made for him in the market places and sneak 
pitches are unheard of, 

The streetmen in Germany and France, par- 
ticularly the latter country, are very strongly 
organized, though called camelot, meaning ped- 
dler, and they have their own Paris headquar- 
ters and offices, with paid officials. Special rail- 
road rates and other concessions are allowed 
them, and through their efficient organization 
they command great respect as a body. At 
exhibitions and fairs they can get in at reason- 
atle terms, just the same as any business man, 
and there is no such thing as playing one con- 
cessionaire against another in an effort to put 
the price for a privilege way beyond reason. 

What we need over here is to get together 
and all pull one way. We want to weed out jam 
workers and that class that would rather make 
a dishonest nickel than an honest dollar. I am 
firm in the conviction that with proper organiza- 
tion in America a great deal could be accom- 
plished to bring about better conditions for the 
streetman and allied workers. As I said before, 
given a fair chance and equitable conditions, 
the American pitchman is a credit to his coun- 
try and to himself. 

Long live The Billboard and may it never tire 
in its efforts to uplift,

HORSLEY PRODUCING IL TROVATORE. 


New York, July 16.—David Horsley’s recent 
announcement of his plan to produce seven one- 
reel comedies a week, to be released through 
twenty-nine special exchanges, was only a 
partial explanation of the secret of closely 
guarded activities of the Centaur studio, at 
Bayonne, since the first of the year. 

Mr. Horsley has to offer another little surprise in 
the announcement that a pretentious six-reel 
production of Il Trovatore has been diligently 
progressing, which, it is said, will show some 
new ideas in dramatic presentation and photo- 
graphic manipulation. 

Charles Simone, under whose sole direction 
the picture is being made, wrote the scenario of 
Il Trovatore, which is founded upon the original 
antique drama, Lenora of Savilla, by Gatteres, 
and upon the famous Verdi Opera, the libretto 
of which was written by Cammanaro, who also 
closely followed the Gatteres drama. 

It has long been one of David Horsley’s ideas 
that more striking effects and a more accurate 
and concentrated unfolding of the plot can be 
obtained from skillfully planned artificial sets 
than from ‘‘natural’’ scenes and buildings ‘‘in 
the exact locale of the story.’’ He contends 
that such buildings and landscape schemes are 
not likely to have been laid out with a view 
to motion picture dramas being enacted on the 
premises, and, consequently, it is difficult, and 
often impossible, to get the proper arrangement 
of ready-made entrances, exits, backgrounds and 
subsets closely enough related to the develop- 
ment of the story to allow of unbroken con- 
tinuity of action or perfect dramatic unities. 
With the especially constructed sets, all of 
these matters are taken into account and the 
plot is unfolded with celerity and clear sim- 
plicity. 

With this end in view, the Centaur studio and 
workshops have been busy since the first of the 
Year building substantial castles, churches, con 
vents, battlements, ete., and constructing 
accurate properties and costumes of the period, 
the early Sixteenth century. 

Four months’ time was devoted to the plan- 
ning and construction of the sets. This work 
has been in charge of J. E. Pinto, the Italian 
scenic artist and sculptor, whose productions 
at the Scala, Milan, and San Carlos, Naples, and 
later for certain Italian film concerns have 
made him famous. It has, of course, been 
necessary to make a number of real exteriors, 
but all of these were augmented by skillfully 
contrived artificial set pieces. In some of these 
scenes, notably the Battle of Pelilla, as many as 
600 people and 180 horses are said to have 
been used. 

The cast contains many well-known artists of 
the ‘‘lerit,"" including Jean Thrall, Agnes 
Mapes, Morgia Litton, Georgette Leland, Julia 
Hurley, Carolyn French, Lorma Russell, Grace 
Renard, Charles Tricoli, Frank Holand, Fred 
Loomis, George Bancroft, M. E. Hannafy and 
others. August 1 is the release date of this 
production, and it is expected that by rushing 
the work the feature will be ready at this time.

future plans: 

“A certain company may be releasing 28 
reels a week, of which only an insignificant per- 
centage can be considered of a high quality, 
yet it receives, not equal, but better, returns 
than an independent manufacturer who is com- 
pelled to exploit and distribute his film in an 
individual and unsupported manner, although 
the latter film may far excell and in every re- 
spect surpass the former. Such an inequitable 
and {llogical method of distribution is in direct 
contrast to the principles and laws of business 
operation and can not long continue. 

“The plan I intend to inaugurate is to or- 
ganize a circuit of the largest picture theaters 
in the country, one in each of the largest cities 
of the United States. These theaters will book 
one meritorious feature film a week, obtained 
from any reputable source, through the Alco 
Film Co., for which the theater will pay the 
highest justified and possible price, in return 
for which the Alco Film Co. will give theses 
respective theaters exclusive privileges in their 
cities for a certain period. This will enable 
the theater to charge a higher price of admis- 
sion than has heretofore been within the range 
of the exhibitor, and without fear that after 
pursuing a complete advertising campaign for 
the picture, a-.competing exhibitor can obtain 
the same film within a short time thereafter 
and reap the profits of the other's enterprise. 
After the week’s run the film will not be 
shown in the city for six months, during which 
time the film will play the smaller towns 
throughout the country, distributed from the 
Alco exchanges, which will soon be established 
in the principal cities of the United States. 

“Only the highest grade productions avail- 
able will be distributed and the length of the 
film will not determine its eligibility as I be- 
lieve that the word ‘feature’ is a misnomer as 
applied to the number of films exploited under 
that title.

New York, July 16.—Such scenes of activity 
as are evident these days at the Obrist Church 
(that was) have never before been witnessed 
at the staid old building on West Thirty-fifth 
street, between Seventh and Elghth avenues. 
One has now but to near the building to be con- 
vinced that it is a house of worship in outward 
apeparance only. 

In short, the place is now a moving picture 
studio—and a good moving picture studio at 
that. The building has been taken over by the 
Colonial Motion Picture Corporation, a $2,500,- 
000 factor in the M. P. game; a concern that 
promises to do big things in the trade and 
who, from all appearances, is doing them. 

The first thing that drew my attention on 
entering the building was the life-like figures 
of John Alden and Priscilla in their colonial 
garb, which incidentally brought back memories 
of the recent New York Exposition. After 
mounting a healthy flight of stairs I was 
ushered into the office of the studio manager, 
who proved to be none other than E. J. Car- 
penter, another prominent man of the theatrical 
world who has listened to the call of the mov- 
ing picture. Mr. Carpenter has been in the 
theatrical game in Chicago and New York some 
fifteen years and has an office in the Times 
Building, New York. Last season he controlled 
such offerings as The Blue Mouse, Pinafore 
Kiddies, Forty-five Minutes From Broadway, Gus 
Edwards’ School Days and other productions, 
together with a franchise on the Progressive 
Burlesque Circuit, i. e., May Howard’s Jolly 
Girls Co. Among his productions this season 
will be Tittle Shepherd of the Hills, and a 
show on the Progressive Circuit, which he Is 
not ready to announce as yet. 

T. Hayes Hunter is the director-in-chief at 
these studios. Mr. Hunter is well known in 
the film and theatrical game, having formerly 
been chief producer of the Biograph Company 
and prior to that director for David Belasco, 
Klaw & Erlanger and other theatrical firms. 
Mr. Hunter is one of the ablest in his field. 

The building is clear of any other on all 
sides and measures 75x100. On the lower floor 
are located the property and wardrobe rooms, 
together with a large room for the extras, 
containing mirrors, enclosed clothes racks, etc. 
A spacious studio, which, on account of its 
unusual height and a big euction fan is a 
cool spot these hot days, is lighted by Cooper- 
Hewitt, Kliegelights and other powerful lights. 
This lighting plant is sald to be the largest 
in existence for a single stage and includes 
all the latest improvements. On the studio 
floor are six dressing rooms for women, with 
modern improvements, including telephones, 
large-sized mirrors, electric lights, hot and 
cold water, shower baths, lavatories, etc. On 
the mezzanine floor there are sixteen dressing 
rooms comfortably furnished with all the above 
improvements. 

The company is now producing The Seats of 
the Mighty, in eight parts, a stirring romance 
of Old Quebec by Sir Gilbert Parker. The cast 
includes Millicent Evans, former leading wom- 
an of the Biograph Co.; Lionel Barrymore, also 
of the Bilograph and brother to Ethel Barry- 
more, the prominent actress; Glen White and 
Lois Meredith, together with many others, and 
the production is being produced on an elaborate 
scale. The sets are made up to represent the 
Louis XV period and include many rare and 
expensive furnishings. The next production 
will be The Gentleman From Indiana, by Booth 
Tarkington, which will be followed by The 
Iron Woman, by Margaret Deland; 54-40 or 
Fight, by Emerson Hough; Adventures of Wall- 
ingford, by George Randolph Chester, and 
others.

THE FALSE MAGISTRATE.

Another Gaumont-Fantomas detective drama, 
offering a stirring subject, with plenty of action 
and capable acting. The story is graphically 
portrayed and the general direction and staging 
tue production are entirely commendable. Tha 
wotography throughout is of a high grade. 

Vietor Navarre as Fantomas, the criminal 

* whose cold-blooded though clever schemes are 
vividly pictured, gives his usual efficient inter- 
pretation of the part, and is supported by an 
able cast who readily get the desired result 
ent of their parts. 

In the opening scenes we see Fantomas in a 
cell. sentenced to life imprisonment for mur 
der. Further crimes committed in France sug- 
gest to Inspector Juve that the Fantomas gang 
is still at work. Juve earries out a plan to 
allow Fantomas to escape, and orders two de- 
tectivea to follow him in order to get the rest 
of the gang. Fantomas eludes his pursuers and 
impersonates a new magistrate, whom he has 
thrown from the train into a river after a 
severe struggle. He continues the journey as 
the magistrate and successfully rescues certain 
criminale who are members of his gang. Fan- 
tomas cleans up quite a fortune through his 
impersonation of the magistrate and is about 
to make a getaway, when he finds that Fandor, 
the clever young journalist, is on his trail. 
Fantomas, suspecting his immediate arrest, is- 
eves an order to the head warden and tells him 
that it is Detective Juve’s intention to be ar- 
rested disguised as Fantomas. The warden is 
not to tell a soul, but is to let him remain in 
prison until 12 o'clock midnight, when the head 
warden is to personally release him. As he 
had anticipated, Fantomas is cornered and ar- 
rested, but hig clever scheme works to perfec- 
tion, and at the stipulated time the warden re- 
leases him and the master-criminal is again at 
large.—GRID,

As its second release The Sterling Camera 
and Film Company has turned out a high-class 
feature in The Land of the Lost, a dramatic 
subject, containing a succession of incidents 
leading up to a good punch in every reel. 

The story is beautifully portrayed from both 
a scenic and technical stadpoint, unusually 
pretty scenes—most of which were taken in 
Maine—together with perfect photography and 
pretty tinting, adding greatly to the merit of 
the production. The lighting effects offered in 
the early scenes, together with the closing pic- 
ture showing two figures on board a sailing 
vessel silhouetted against the early morning 
sky, with the sun rising over the waters, have 
been aptly treated. Such displays form part 
of the line which marke the difference between 
molern film productions and latter-day offer- 
invs, 

The work of the cast is quite in keeping 
with the other qualifications of the picture. 
Violet Stuart, as Miriam Bradley, daughter 
of the wealthy ship builder, takes well to her 
part, as does James Vincent in the role of 
Gilbert Hastings, the young artist, who falls 
in love with the ship builder's daughter. 
Arthur Donalson, as the treacherous Baron, acts 
the part with much realism and is much in 
evidence. A remarkable characterization of the 
hermit is given by Robert Sheldon., his make-up 
and interpretation of the part readily showing 
his ability in this line of work. A nove! intro- 
duction of the characters’is presented. By 
means of double exposure two figures are shown 
on one picture. The one to the left being the 
artist as he or she appears outside of the 
studio, and the one on the right showing them 
in thelr respective characters. The effective- 
ness of such an Introduction is presented when 
Robert Sheldon is shown. On the left he ap- 
pears in actual life, young, straizht and powe, 
ful, while on the right he is shown an ola 
man, baggard, bent and trembling; in fact, it 
is hard to belleve that they are one and the 
same person. 

No real flaws were descernible to the writer. 
True, one of two of the ecenes might appear 
a trifle drawn out, as in the case of the scene 
showing the fire in the stateroom on board the 
vessel. Less repetition of this view would do 
no harm. Then, again, the two sailing vessels 
and their captains appear very much alike— 


although they are not the same—and a little 
change in the selection of the former and. the 
make-up of the latter would have set them off 
better, etc. However, these items are of but 
minor import and the general result obtained 
by the producers is entirely praiseworthy. 

The story tells of the dauzhter of a wealthy 
ship builder, who is engaged to Baron de 
Coverly, a fortune hunter. They go on a cru'se 
and the son of the captain also falls in love 
with her. The Baron becomes extremely jealous 
and during a drunken frenzy sets fire to the 
Schooner. The vessell is doomed, and only 
Miriam, the ship builder's daughter; the Baron, 
and Gilbert, the captain’s son, survive the 
wreck. On the island which they land they find 
no inhabitants. Miriam learns to love Gilbert, 
and the Baron attempts to kill him several 
times. Miriam denounces the Baron and 
breaks her engagement. Gilbert comes upon a 
hermit, who tells him of a creasure. The 
Baron hears the conversation and kills the 
hermit, who tells him of a treasure. The 
finally right themselves when a passing vessel 
is attracted, which saves the lovers.. As they 
are about to leave the island they see the 
Baron, who is haunted by memories of the 
murder, and leaps from a high cliff.—PETE.

The Famous Players Film Company's latest 
release had its initial public run at the Strand 
last week, where it appeared as the feature at- 
traction. While Channing Pollack’s romance 
does not afford the best motion picture subject 
the Famous Players have put out, yet the story 
is a likable one, the kind that carries one 
along at a regular pace, rather than present 
any dramatic thrill or sensational develop- 
ments. 

The story is just a simple tale of a country 
youth who is led astray in a big city by a 
selfish woman, and how he is saved by the 
heroic sacrifices of another girl, who really 
loves him. Jane Grey just acts natural in the 
part of the spurned sweetheart and offers 
pathos, humor and drama during the course of 
the story.

Cooley’s 
part, naturally, would not make him a favorite 
with the audience, but he makes the most of 
what is offered him.

Carlyle, presents a motherly appearance, which 
fits the part to the life. Others do all that is 
expected of them. 

The photography and staging are excellent— 
with a capital E. Scenes in Washington, with 
different views of the Capitol in the back- 
ground, are clearly portrayed, together with 
others showing interesting interiors there. 

Anna and Perry are neighbors. They both 
study for the Civil Service examination and 
passfi Perry secures a position in Washington, 
but falls in with bad company and borrows 
and steals in order to pay his debts. Anna 
secures a position in the same department with 
Perry and learns of his doings. In answer to 
an inquiry from Perry's mother regarding his 
silence Anna writes that he is very busy and 
encloses her own money, saying it is from him.

Perry. A detective traces him down, but Anna 
says it was she who stole the money. The 
detective does not believe her and continues his 
investigations. He is about to arrest Perry 
when the latter's mother arrives, and the de- 
tective finally listens to the pleadings of Anna 
and gives him another chance.—GRID.

To delve for a second into the past, the first 
res] convention of the Motion Picture League 
of America was held at the La Salle Hotel, 
Chicago, August, 1912. At that convention 
there were thirteen State branches with a total 
membership of 1672 in good standing—Ohio, 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Indiana, West 
Virginia, Wisconsin, Washington, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, California, New York and New Jersey. 
The States of Alabama, Louisiana, lowa and 
Minnesvta were granted charters at this con- 
vention, making a total of seventeen State 
branches. 

In 1913 the convention was held in July in 
New York City with thirtyight State branches 
representing a total membership of approxi- 
mately 2.500 members. Of course this was the 
year of the dissension, the States of New York, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, INincis and Minnesota with- 
drawing. 

The Dayten convention this year had « mem- 
bership of 1,391, representing thirty-eight State 
brenches. 

We heve spproximately in the United States 
today 15,000 moving picture shows—not exclu- 
sive, but running pictures as a major portion of 
their program. There ere at least 50 per cent 
of these shows that change management at the 
lowest estimate once every six months, leaving 
only about 7,500 shows to work upon for mem 
bership of the league. Of this amount there is 
again forty per cent that are disinterested in 
regard to joining or having anything to do with 
the National League. This cuts down the ma- 
terial to work upon to secure membership from 
4,500 and there is no reason but that every one 
of these eligibles should be a member of 
league, 

In my experience of a year as National Sec 
retary of the parent organization I find that 
the nonpayment of dues is the chief obstacle in 
delaying the growth of our membership. It 
seems nearly impossible to secure from the mem- 
bers the payment of their individual dues: and 
when the State brahches are not pald their 
dues, it is impossible for them to pay the per 
capita tax. 

There is not a business in the United States 
that needs organizeq protection greater than the 
moving picture exhibitors. All general mer- 
chandise dealers have their organizations, both 
State and national, and thrive, for the simple 
reason that they pay their dues and do not ex- 
pect the organization to run on hot air and 
empty purses. As a rule the exhibitor cares 
nething about his surroundings further than 
what his neighbor is doing across the street, 
which manifests itself damagingly in running 
a8 many reels as possible to force closed the 
doors of his competitor. He has done this until 
he has interested in his line some of the leading 
theatrical magnates (acknowledged  cleverer 
showmen) of this country, who are now equip- 
ping the first-class houses in order that they 
may run a regular motion picture program. 
This could have ell been avoided, had the ex- 
bibitoer taken enough interest in his business to 
become a member of some organization that 
would have protected his interests, Petty jeal- 
ousy and internal strife are some of the chief 
causes that our organization has not a member 
ship of at least 4.000 at this writing, yet the 
real overshadowingly greater cause being the 
nonpay nent of dues. The example set by the 
Ohio State Branch with its 450 members (end 
I wonld predict within the next six months it 
will have 600) should be followed by every 
State in the Union. This branch has been kept 
intact by the hard work of its officers, who 
teke interest end are tireless in their efforts to 
maintain as krge a membership as possible. 
It is to be regretted that there are many States 
that have as many shows within their borders 
as Obie, but which have corralled far less rep- 
resentation for the N. M. P. E. L. of A. 

To begin with, the amount of dues exacted 
is too small. There is no organization that 
ean exist upon 50 cents per month per member. 
In order to maintain a thriving organization 
and equip it with the necessary money to meet 
any emergency that might arise, the dues would

have to be at least $2 per month, and that Is 
an exaction both reasonable and conservative. 
Then the national organization would be tn 


position to mafnta'n proper offices, conduct their

busines¢ with dignity and prestige, without the 
constant bumility of debt. I believe I can 
safely fear of contradiction that

Picture Exhibitors’ League of America will 
pever ainount to »@ tinker’s tink-tink. 

After) practically three years of bard work 
by M. “A. Neff, founder of the organization 
tons of’ literature, distributed all over the 
country, and great publicity given to the league 
by the trade jourbals, we find ourselves, at this 
writing, with less membership than we bad in 
1912, purely all the fault of the exhibitor who 
is absolutely disinterested in joining an or- 
ganization designed expressly for his protection. 
or who, ,after be joins, falls into the piker-play, 
the not ‘paying his dues. 

During the campaign in promoting the recent 
Dayton convention, President Neff mailed from 
his office 7,500 letters, the postage bill at the 
Dayton headquarters aggregating something Uke 
$300. This will give an idea of the activity 
of the national officers in trying to interest the 
moving picture exhibitors to attend the meeting 


of vital importance to them. The results of 
this cal§paign were very far from being satis 
factory.’ All the exhibitors that are interested 


in the welfare of their business live in bopes 
that the recent amalgamation will be of great 
benefit to the parent organization, but if the 
same course is pursued the coming year in 
regard th the nonpayment of dues, the National 
League wil] be in very bad straits, financially. 

Personally, I am leaning toward the belief 
the the name “Impossible,” that is attached 
to the exhibitor by the manufacturer, is true. 

For the coming year the National Learue 
offers practically a new set of officers. The 
complete amalgamation with the forces that 
left the convention in 1913 (in view of which 
fact it ghould be the best year of the league) 
has been accomplished, but, unless Mr. Exhib- 
itor puty aside bis petty jealousy and narrow- 
mindedness and is, furthermore, willing to pay 
reasonable dues, it will be the same old story 
of lack of interest for the first nine months of 
the adpbinistration, while the three months 
prior to;the next National Convention the State 
branch with few exceptions, will rally 
enough eleventh-bour spirit together to elect 
State dwlegates and alternates to journey to the 
convention, plead poverty, have their per capita 
tax given them and go on their way rejoicing, 
leaving .the national officers again staring at 
the same old problem of bow to finance the Mg- 
tion Picture Leacue of America. There is only 
one way this can be done, and that is through 
conscientious payment of dues, not 50 cents 4 
month, but a reasonable amount that wil! fi 
nance the organization beyond any question of 
a doubt. I reiterate—payment of dues, not 
begrudged contributions, but cheerfully given 
dues of a proportion that will become and 
sustain ‘a movement that means more to the 
exhibitor than any of his picayunish, penny- 
wise economies.
